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An interesting visitor at the University of 
Alberta for three months is Mr. Hayden 
Roberts - an Albertan from Wayne who left 
Canada as a boy and has lived in Southern 
Rhodesia for the past 30 years. 


Mr. Roberts is a graduate of the University 
of Capetown with an M.A, in Economics. He 
served with the Southern Rhodesia Ministry 
of Finance until the establishment of the Fed- 
eration of Rhodesia and Nyasaland in 1953, 
From then until the beginning of 1959, he was 
with the Federal Ministry of Finance. He was 
then appointed Economic and Financial Coun- 
sellor for the Federation in London. He re- 
signed in 1962 to join the Institute of Adult 
Education of the University College of Rho- 
desia and Nyasaland in Sallisbury. His spe- 
cial field of interestis in adult education and 
training in industry and commerce such as 
management training, vocational training’, 
workers and labour education. He is alsoa 
novelist. His first published work is "Mother 
Mountain", a novel about Capetown. He is 
currently working on a book which concerns 
the trials andtribulations of present-day Rho- 
desia. 


Mr. Roberts is visiting the University under 
an exchange arrangement with the University 
College of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, financed 
by the Carnegie Corporation of New York and 
instigated by President Johns. While in Ed- 
monton, he will be talking with staff and fac- 
ulty members of the campus and with people 
in business and industry who share his inter- 
estin training for business and management. 
A member of our Extension Department will 
be chosen to complete the exchange by visit- 
ing the Institute of Adult Education early next 
year, 


In a recent interview Mr. Roberts explained 
the various educational problems which exis- 
ted during and following the Federation of 
the Rhodesias and Nyasaland and the ways in 
which the Institute of Adult Education is help- 
ing to develop means of further education of 
African adults and youths. 


During Federation, September 1953 to Nov, 
1963, European education and all higher edu- 
cation at the University level was a federal 
responsibility. African education at school 
level was the responsibility of each of the 3 
territories. With the breakup of Federation, 


however, the 3 territorial governments re- 
sumed responsibility for all European and 
higher education. European and African edu- 
cation at the school level became integrated 
in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, but in 
Southern Rhodesia the two separate systems 
prevailed. The result in Southern Rhodesia 
is that Europeans who comprise 6%of the 
population have compulsory education up to 
the age of 15 1/2 and sufficient schooling is 
provided for all capable children wishing to 
complete University entrance requirements. 
In the African system the emphasis is placed 
on primary education up to the first 5 years, 
After this level the number of African schools 
is not sufficient to meet the needs. To illus- 
trate this point, Mr. Roberts quoted 1963 en- 
rolment figures in the two school systems in 
Southern Rhodesia: In Sub, A. (grade 1) 123,719 
Africans were enrolled; 5,032 Europeans; and 
880 Asians and Coloured. In Form 6 (Senior 
Matric.) there were 36 Africans enrolled; 
1,608 Europeans; and 36 Asians. The Gov- 
ernmentis trying toremedy this situation but 
emphasis is still placed on lower level edu- 
cation and far too few potential African univ- 
ersity students are being turned out. 


A start has been made on remedying the sit- 
uation through the efforts of the Institute, the 
University and the Government, The need is 
being met to some extent by night schools run 
by voluntary agencies, churches, and big in- 
dustries. The introduction of correspondence 
schools has helped many Africans studying 
from primary through to University level and 
allows them to sit for official government 
examinations and obtain various certificates 
made available through regular schooling. 
The Government is beginning to use radio as 
an auxiliary to correspondence teaching, 
During the past two years the University it- 
self introduced a pre-matriculation level 
course open to 30 Africans and Europeans a 
year who have done correspondence studies 
and who have prepared themselves for Univ- 
ersity. Following this one-year preparation 
course the students are allowed to sit for 
University entrance examinations. The ef- 
fect of the program has been that in the first 
year, the African enrolment into first year 
University doubled. One program which the 
Institute hopes to introduce is a certificate 
in adult education for teachers, welfare of- 
ficers andtraining officers in industry. This 
would be a University certificate below deg- 
ree level which would help provide the neces- 
sary people for adult education in the country. 


CAPTAIN J. L. MILLAR 


A graduate of this University has returned 
to the campus after 17 years to take up the 
post of Resident Staff Officer of the Canadian 
Officers Training Corps. He is Captain J. 
L. Millar who replaces Capt. H. J. Tscharke, 
now on tour duty at Camp Borden. 


Capt. Millar is an Edmontonian by birth. He 
served with the Canadian Army from 1942-45 
in Canada, Italy and N.W. Europe. In 1947 
he was granted the B.Sc. in Agriculture from 
the University of Alberta. He re-enlisted in 
the Canadian Army (regular) in 1948 and has 
served with it ever since in Canada, the Uni- 
ted Kingdom, and Laos. 


As Resident Staff Officer, Captain Millar will 


effect a link between the C.O.T.C. contingent 
and the Regular Army.

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Ata recent presentation ceremony in Mr, 
Peel's Office, Mr. Anthony Koumantarakis 
presented to the University an 8-volume 
translation of Thucydides, translated, edited 
and commented on by his 88-year-old father, 
Mr. Lyssias Koumantarakis,. 


The volumes represent 23 years of extensive 
study by the senior Mr. Koumantarakis. He 
began the work in 1940 when imprisoned by 
the Nazis in Athens for failing to name 20 
Greek people to act as Nazi hostages. Fol- 
lowing the war he travelled to various parts 
of the world verifying his work through the 
assistance of libraries and scholars. Final- 
ly his work was completed last year and he 
became the first man in history to compile a 
complete translation from ancient to modern 
Greek and commentaries on Thucydides, the 
great Greek historian of the Pelopennesian 
Wars who is considered the Father of Greek 
historical writings. 


In November, 1963, the first presentation of 
a set of these volumes was made to the Univ- 
ersity of Athens. The gift to the University 
of Alberta is the second presentation to be 
made. They will be housed in the Cameron 
Library in the Classics section of the third 
floor.
